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Publications  Discontinued 


In  the  interest  of  wartime  economy,  the  monthly  sta- 
tistical publications,  Trade  in  Grain  Futures,  Trade  in 
Cotton  Futures,  and  Trade  in  Wool  Top  Futures,  are  be- 
ing discontinued  with  the  June  1942  issues,    These  monthly 
reports  have  presented  primary  statistics  on  trading  in 
most  of  the  futures  markets  operating  under  the  Commodity 
Exchange  Act, 

The  customary  daily  figures  on  volume  of  trading  and 
open  contracts  will  be  available  as  in  the  past  from  the 
Chicago,  New  York,  and  other  field  offices.  Newspapers, 
radio  stations,  and  other  agencies  which  disseminate  mar- 
ket information  to  the  public  may  obtain  this  daily  in- 
formation from  these  offices  as  needed.
